that is the subject of this Petition for Review.  This
new, joint permit which became effective on December 2,
1997, includes provisions agreed by the parties to
resolve the issues that motivated MRC to file its
petition for review.

Counsel for EPA advises that the Agency has no
objection to the granting of this motion.

is hereby dismissed with prejudice.
